One year can bring many changes. 
A new administration was created this 
year that combined the fresh perspec- 
tive of Brother Robert Wickman and 
Sister Maria Jude with the years of 
dedication and experience of Mr. Paul 
_O’Boy and Mr. Peter Galligan. The 
different backgrounds of the adminis- 
_trators were evident in their reactions 
to the yearbook theme, “From One 
Come Many”. 

Brother Robert sat resting his chin 
on his folded hands, in contempla- 
tion. “What's the ‘One’ stand for” he 
challenged. 

“What do you think it means?”, said 

the interviewers in a quick rejoinder. 
“JT would say,” he responded, after 
some reflection, “that from one vision 
come many variations ... This is ap- 

licable to our school because our 

ids come from thirty-five different 
locations. The “usual” high school ex- 
perience is growing up and going to 
school in the same town. We've kind 
of exploded that and given students a 
setting to explore an urban, suburban, 
and rural mix. Diversity in our school 
is an element I would like to focus 
on.” It’s no wonder that Brother Rob- 
ert was interested in diversity; born 
and raised in the Bronx, he brought 
to his position the reminder that “life 
is not all Attleboro.” 

Sister Maria Jude, who came to us 
from a school where eighty-five per- 
cent of the students were minorities, 
also echoed the idea of diversity in 
response to the theme, but conceded 


that, “Kids are all the same every- 
where — no matter what background 
they come from, their difficulties and 
concerns remain one.” Sr. Maria, in 
her first year here, found the number 
of students “sort of overwhelming”, 
but was proud of the fact that she 
could already call more than one half 
of the students by name. “For one 
school,” she joked, “there are certainly 
many students!” 

While Sr. Maria and Brother Robert 
became one with Feehan, the long- 
time pillars of the administration sat 
back and reflected on what “From one 
come many” meant to them. The fear- 
ful job of Dean of Discipline was soft- 
ened by Mr. Peter Galligan with his 
obvious affection for the school as he 
stated that, “Our ‘oneness’ of purpose 
is evidenced daily in the many orga- 
nized service groups such as S.A.D.D., 
food and clothing drives, or simply in 
the kind words of consolation from 
one student to another. This is what 
distinguishes our school and makes it 
a very special place to learn and 
work.” 

One of the most spirited and be- 
loved figures of the school, Mr. Paul 
O’Boy, used the example of C.A.R.E. to 
express our theme. He commented 
that although there are students from 
many different backgrounds and de- 
nominations in C.A.R.E., they all 
“grow out of recognition of the same 
God.” 

Sister Regina Coughlin, an indis- 
pensable, though not formal part of 


the administration, was in agreement 
with Mr. O’Boy on the spiritual signif- 
icance of the theme. She made a beau- 
tiful analogy of our school being like 
a candle at the beginning of Advent. 
“From our one light we spread the 
light of faith to all we meet.” 

The new administration has 
brought the school together as one, as 
well as created many changes within 
the office walls. With Sister Maria’s 
recently created position of Vice-Prin- 
cipal of Academic Affairs, Mr. O’Boy 
has found that he is able to focus 
more on activities and the everyday 
operation of the school. Since Mr. 
O’Boy concerned himself with the 
school operation, Brother Robert was 
able to concentrate more on long 
range planning. As Brother himself 
explained, “My job is not to work in 
the present, but to have my head five 
years down the road, facing our big- 
gest challenge: raising money.” Over- 
all, Brother felt that these changes 
had made the administration more 
visible, with a much more positive ef- 
fect on the school. 

But with such devotion, what other 
kind of effect could it have had? Just 
look to the example of Mr. O’Boy, one 
man who has lovingly devoted many 
years to our school: “With 750 teenag- 
ers in one place — it’s lively — there 
are lots of good things happening.

Taste of Their Own Medicine 


A new craze hit the campus, not 
among students, but among faculty: 
teachers went back to school. It seemed 
that everybody was doing it, especially 
members of the History department. 
Both Mr. Robert L- Homme and Miss 
Anne Carroll attended evening courses 
at Providence College in order to obtain 
their Master's degrees in History. When 
we asked Mr. LHomme how he felt about 
being a student again, his reply was 
simple: “It’s awesome!” Miss Carroll had 
similar sentiments, remarking, “I love 
it!” 

Both attended a required class in his- 
torical methodology on Wednesday 
nights. The course dealt with how to 
conduct in-depth research; it was both 
challenging and time-consuming. Hav- 
ing each other as classmates made study- 
ing easier and formed a support system 
that provided for lots of laughs in the 
face of academic adversity. 

High school students know that they 
have not yet learned the meaning of the 
word “stress.” The pressure of graduate 
school was intense, and degree candi- 
dates had to perform.

Other faculty members performing 
this balancing act between teaching and 
learning were Mrs. Anne Meloni and 
Mrs. Michelle Taylor. Mrs. Meloni, who 
was obtaining her Master's degree in 
Religious Studies at Providence College, 
said her life was very “full,” between 
caring for the elderly mother and fulfill- 
ing her roles of mother, wife, teacher, and 
student. 

Applying for her Master’s in Science 
and Nutrition at Framingham State made 
Mrs. Taylor more aware of how to struc- 
ture her classes.

I realize if I don’t push the 
students, they won’t have the necessary 
skills to succeed in Biology in college.” 

It was apparent that these teachers, 
having gained a wealth of knowledge, 
were experiencing a loss as well. They 
have learned to cope with minimal time 
for themselves. and for what they like to 
do. In the case of Mr. LHomme and Miss 
Carroll, their losses were coaching winter 
track and girls’ tennis. Miss Carroll sums 
it up by saying, “I'll tell you what it is...

Imagine that for one day, the whole 
country was run by high school stu- 
dents.

The 
conference closed with a mock con- 
gress where they voted down their 
own bill. 

The week fostered a knowledge and 
interest in government, and helped to 
join a wider world perspective. The 
experience had quite an impact on 
Elizabeth, as she explained, “I realize 
now that my future is in politics.” 


Richard Yngve was also in the capi- 
tal, but while Elizabeth was cavorting 
with the upper-echelons of our gov- 
ernment, Richard was mingling with 
homeless communities. Through the 
Center for Student Missions, Rick 
took what he called, “The Urban 
Plunge”, where a group of students 
were given fifty cents for breakfast, 
lunch, and dinner, and told to spend 
the rest of the day in the middle of 
the city on their own. For the rest of 
the week, Richard volunteered at dif- 
ferent food kitchens and worked at a 
Vatican Bible School for inner city 
children. Richard commented, “The 
experience opened my eyes to the 
knowledge that I need to be there for 
my community.”
